place Democratic governors in 
seven states and there will be 
Democrats in place of Republi- 
cans in two others—for a net 
GOP gain of five.

statehouse in the Democratic 
column. Maryland has no lieu- 
tenant governor and the succes- 
sor to Gov.

The election of Richard B. 


Ogllvie puts Illinois In Republi- 
can hands along with New York, 
California, Pennsylvania, Ohio 
and Michigan where governors 
were not up for re-election.

Preston Smith to succeed retir- 
ing Gov. John Connally, Is the 
only one of the most oooulous 
seven to have a Democrat as 
governor. 


Besides Illinois, states that

Vermont and West 
Virginia. 


Montana and Rhode Island went 
from a Republican to a Demod- 
crat. 


Otherwise, the parties had an

Q—Almost pverv night I lie 


in bod for hours without sleep- 
ing, f take sleeping pills hut 
would like to get along with' 
out them.

A—The surest way to stay 


awake when you want 
to 


sleep is to worry about it. 
Sleeping pills should not he 
used 
regularly. Most 
such 


pills are habft-forming and, 
since 
they 
interfere 
with 


normal dreaming, the sleep 
you get is not as restful as 
lying in bed awake but re- 
laxed. The key word here is 
relax. Perfect relaxation re- 
quires a lot of practice but if. 
pays big dividends. Once you 
have learned to relax, sleep 


will follow automatically. 


Q—My husband often falls 


asleep in a chair al nighf and, 
if no one wakes him, he will 
spend 
the 
night 
t h e r e. 


Shouldn't a person lie down 
at. least part of the 24 hours? 


A—Although your husband 


may get a fair amount of re- 
laxed sleep sitting up, he is in 
danger of getting a circulatory 
disease in his feet and ankles. 
For this reason the horizon- 
tal position would be much 
better for him. 


Q—How much sleep should 


a healthy adult get? 


A—That's 
something 
like 


asking how big a shoe a healthy 
adult should wear. There is a 
wide variation in the amount 
of 
sleep 
different 
persons 


need. Some apparently need 
10 hours every night, while 
others do just as well with 
six or less. I believe, how- 
ever, that many persons who 
sleep only five or six hours at 
night get short cat naps dur- 
ing the day. Furthermore, it 
has been found that many per- 
sons who sleep poorly at night 
feel better during the day and 
sleep better at night if they 
can arrange a 15-to-20-minute 


nap once or twice a day. 


»J—Whaf finises sleepwalk- 


ing? What would happen if 
the sleepwalker should Wake 
up while he is walking? 


A—Although the cause is 


not 
fully 
understood, over- 


stimulation or emotional ten- 
sion just before going to bed 
is thought to be a factor. It is 
usually hard to wake a sleep- 
walker. It is best to lead him 
gently back to bed without 
trying to waken him. When he 
is wakened, he is usually in 
a daze and will not remember 
the incident in the morning. 
The best treatment is quiet 
relaxation before retiring. 


Q—I sometimes talk in my 


sleep. How can I stop this? 


A—Everything I have said 


about sleepwalking would ap- 
ply to talking in your sleep.

HOLLYWOOD—(NEA)—Being alive is a 


condition most of us take for granted. But 
it is different if, like Patricia Neal, you 
once spent months wishing you would die. 


That, of course, was in 1965 when she 


had the stroke that nearly killed her. To- 
day, except for a slight limp and some 
minor difficulties with things like writing 
and turning pages, she is fine. And she 
loves life, savoring every precious mo- 
ment of it. 


"You'll never know how much I wanted 


to die," she says. "For eight months I 
wanted to die. And then, one day—1 re- 
member it was in November—life began 
to look a little better. Now I love being 
alive. I'm 42 now, and I want to live an- 
other 20 years so I can see my children 
grown up." 


There is suffering in her face, but

She told Peter that he 
would marry a rich woman (and he did, 
actress Beatrice Straight) and she told 
Pat that she would lose a child, have an- 
other one hurt in an accident, be terribly 
sick herself. 


That has all happened. There is nothing
